justice to manufacturers, but these conditions aflect the large 
manufacturer as well as the small, and therefore they hard y 
afford an explanation of the drift from small industries to 
operations .on a large scale.., •

The publication in question deplores the-fac that it is now 


next to impossible to go into business oiv^sma 1 scale and suc- 
ceed, especially in the manufacturing- line, but something be- 
sides legislation is responsible ,foK (his. The'dnfe of the age 
is'tov/ard operations on a larger, and larger scale. So great is 
the pressure in this direction that many of the large concerns 
are not willing to stand alq'ne, but proceed to combine until a 
point is reached in which only millions count. 
I he small in- 


dustry with a small capital and a. small number of employes s 
out of the running,. having ;.been absorbed by he big es ab- 
lishments or crushed by competition. 'I o talk about restoring 
those small industries by legislation, the lack of regulative 
legislation or by any other means is idle. Ihis is an age ol 
big tilings arid "millions.^and Whether this is a good thing 01 
a bad thing, theie is no escape. 


Ihat laws for the regulation of industries are very numer- 


ous andsin some cases oppressive is true, and<lhe people, wlio 
aie responsible for the laws, -have to bear the burden, as they 
should 
When a law is enacted that increases the cost of any 


product the burden does not.fall upon the manufacturer, but 
oh the consumer. 
Between legislation and the labor unions 


the cost of pioduction has increased greatly along many lines 
in recent yeais, and this accounts to a large extent for the 
complained-of increased cost of living. 


But for beltei or .for worse, the day of the small manufac- 


turing' concern in this country has ;gone by. Where a rem- 
nant may be found it is rapidly giving :\vay to the domination 
of "millions," and there is no, prospect of a change, even if a 
change were' desirable.

The Boston and Albany railroad has set a good example by 


ins'tructing-its employes to. report all grass and brush fires 
along the line, and: where these are of sufficient consequence 
the company sends £angsM .men to assist the residents in 
fighting the fires.
